Woodman’s stand was supported 
by a petition signed by property 
owners and by 17 members of the 
audience, who rose to be counted at 
the request of the council. 

Ron Ferguson, Menlo Park real 
estate agent representing the pros- 
pective builders, submitted a sketch 
of a one-story, southern colonial 
type of structure, to be provided 
with parking and loading space in 
the rear, which will house the mor- 
tuary. 

‘He argued that property values 
were not lowered by such establish- 
ments in an area, and gave as an 
example the relative property val- 
ues of homes adjacent to Holy 
Cross cemetery, at Santa Cruz ave- 
nue and Orange street. 

“A $50,000 in the area will not 
hurt property values,” he said.

When all kindergarten. sessions 
are full to the maximum, that num- 
ber can be raised and the children 
who of necessity attended kinder- 
garten sessions at a distance from 
where they reside can be transfer- 
red to ‘a school nearer home on a 
“first come, first served” basis. 

There were 180 children in kin- 
dergarten during the current school 
year, Homfeld said. Hence, the 30- 
to-a-class maximum allowed -a com- 
fortable margin.

Menlo Park’s rising birth rate re- 
sults in all sorts of problems. 

Thus it was that S. J. Miguelgorry, 
representing a San Jose diaper serv- 
ice, Tuesday night appeared before 
the city council, asking that he be 
allowed some consideration in re- 
gard to getting a license to conduct 
his business in Menlo Park. 

“T’ve studied the situation in 
this area, and I find the birth rate 
in Menlo Park is rising faster than 
that of most communities,” Miguel- 
gorry told the council. 

“In the wintertime, we can count 
on about 15 customers from this 
community, and about seven in the 
summer.” 

He went on to explain that it 
takes a population of about 300,000 
to support a diaper service, since 
the average length of such service 
only lasts a couple of weeks after a 
mother and baby return from. the 
hospital. 

“It’s amazing how fast the girls 
can get on their feet,” he observed. 

In view of the small volume of 
business coming from a community 
the size of Menlo Park, Miguelgorry 
told the council that it wouldn’t pay 
him to secure a business license for 
the full year. He asked that some 
adjustment be made. 

Ccuncil agreed to charge the dia- 
per service only for the fraction of 
the year remaining until licenses 
once again come due, and to consid- 
er meanwhile, a change in the law 
to benefit businesses only partially 
operating in Menlo Park.

The city council Monday night 
granted a 30-day extension on a 
notice to abate a nuisance, served 
on G. Magadellan, operator of a 
ranch at Oak and Olive streets, and 
the Peninsula Pacific Construction 
ccmpany, owners of the land.

All this did not result from political shenanigans. 

The Las Lomitas board is composed of intelligent, earnest 
trustees, trying honestly to do their best for the school and 
the children. 

But issues can arise that leave a small group floundering 
and divided unless the will of the electorate is adequately 
expressed.

Plans and 
specifications were expected, and 
construction started. 4 


The great influx of students from 
our various elementary schools has 
far surpassed even the most gener- 
ous estimates of two years ago, when 
the district voted its last bond is- 
sue. 

Assisting me as co-chairmen in 
this campaign will be: Mrs. Carl 
Brennan, Redwood City; Mrs. My- 
ron Greenlee, San Carlos; Robert 
Hunter, Belmont and Mrs. Virginia 
West, Menlo Park. A. George Swen- 
son of Redwood City is treasurer. 


When the board had this school 
well launched and on the way, it 
turned its attention to the San 
Carlos-Belmont building and found 
that ever-increasing - construction 
costs had thrown its previous esti- 
mate out of line. 


In addition the enrollment there, 
as in the Menlo-Atherton school, 
went away ahead of the estimated 
800 students, so new classrooms will 
have to be added to those already 
planned for “the school. Conse- 
quently, the board again must ap- 
peal for the necessary funds to 
meet the increased enrollment, and 
the increased costs.

There will be a balance of $35,955 
remaining from the bond issue to 
meet any changes deemed “neces- 
sary, to provide a backlog against 
cost increases before the project is 
completed, and to meet any con- 
tingency. The balance of the money 
needed to complete this more than 
$3,125,000 program, the board has 
on hand. 

Contracts for the new construc- 
tion already have been let, pending 
passage of the bond issue. Actual 
work on all projects will start im- 
mediately upon approval of the 
bonds. 


To clarify any such confusion 
it must be distinctly understood 
that any money voted by the peo- 
ple in the form of school bonds 
can be used only for capital out- 
lay. n other words, bond money 
can be used only for the construc- 
tion and equipment of school 
buildings.

Another crafty type of burglar is 
the one which calls at Several homes 
asking for yard work or information 
when a housewife answers the door. 
He continues this process -until he 
finds a home from which the house- 
holder is absent. 

Sometimes, he’s aided beyond 
that point by the householder. He 
may find a door or window wide 
open, which makes his illegal entry 
easier. 

ASK FOR PERMIT 

To control this type of burglar, 
Chief Potter pointed out, solicitor’s 
permits are required of persons 
making door-to-door canvasses. 

A householder should ask to see 
the permit in the case of suspici- 
ous persons and, if it can’t be pro- 


| duced, should call the police.

householders can help prevent 
them by noting license numbers of 
cars or trucks which appear at 
building sites after work, but dur- 
ing daylight hours. 

In this particular type of crime, 
the pattern is for the perpetrator 
to assume a nonchalant air and in 
broad daylight, load the materials 
onto his vehicle and drive off, hop- 
ing that neighbors will assume he’s 
one of the workers on the job. 

Often, Potter said, the neighbors 
will assume that this is the case, 
particularly if the truck or individ- 
ual looks familiar. The neighbors 
may not want to call the police; but 
they should note the license num- 
ber of the vehicle involved if the 
hours are irregular or if their is 
some other suspicious circumstance. 


NIGHT PRECAUTIONS 

Turning his attention to night- 
time maurauders, Chief Potter ob- 
served that they would be less likely 
to attempt an illegal entry if a light 
is left on in a house when the fam- 
ily is out for an evening. Statist- 
ically, he pointed out, the number 
of burglaries of lignted homes is 
negligible. 

A burglar, seeing a light, as- 
sumes that there is someone 
home; possibly reading a book or 
listening to the radio, but any rate 
at home and awake. 

Also when going out be sure all 
doors and windows are locked or 
closed. 


If suspicious persons or cars are 
observed in a neighborhood before 
or at the time the family leaves the 
house, they should get a _ license 
number or “check back” later to 
find out if their home is in the pro- 
cess of being entered. 

The chief said that, in some cases 
burglars will park their autos in 
front of a home some distance away 
from the one they intend to enter. 
If a suspicious car is seen in front 
of your home, it may mean that a

ions. For that will be a real serv- 
ice. 

Most of the libraries in this coun- 
try were originally started by wo- 
men’s clubs. Some of them were 
later turned over to municipalities; 
a few private donors carried on; in 
some small towns the purchase of 
every new book means diligent work 
by priviate individuals or organi- 
zations. 

Not until funds fail or a fine li- 
brarian resigns do some communi- 
ties wake up...I’ve seen several 
things like that happen within the 
last few years. 

IT’S NOT UNIQUE 

As a “semi-pro” librarian myself, 
I have been on public and school 
library staffs; as a clubwoman, I 
have helped raise money to buy 
new books; as a writer and research 
worker, I have visited and used 
many libraries in many parts of the 
land. And I know from my own ex- 
perience that what has happened 
here is not unique. Only the com- 
munity itself can determine what 
it wants in a library and WHAT IT 
IS WILLING TO PAY FOR. 

The lecal library has charm and 
friendliness to an unusual de- 
gree...not always the case. It of- 
fers the best new books as quickly 
as I’ve ever seen it done anywhere. 

If it is also to have a good refer- 
nce department, that will mean the 
purchase of many expensive books 
and bound magazines. It will mean 
more help and trained help. It will 
COST MONEY. Only the local peo- 
ple...and some local organization 
that takes the lead...can decide 
whether that is what the commun- 
ity needs NOW.
